A locally-based water bomber crashed Sun- 
day near Goldstream before the eyes of hun- 
dreds of spectators. 


The pilot and co-pilot; Alex'M. Davidson, 
43, and R. T.. “Paddy” Moore, 45, both of 
Sidney, died instantly. 


The plane, a -Super Canso PBY operated by 
Victoria Flying Firemen, Ltd., was fighting a blaze on 
Skirt Mountain, a-third of a mile from Trans-Canada 
Highway. sl 

The fire is still out of control, (See Page 17.) 
Forestry officials said the fire started at 4 p.m.~-The Flying 


Firemen, under contract to the B.C. government, were called in 
at 4:30 p.m, 


It.is uncertain how many trips over the fire the aircraft made 
before the crash at about 6:50 p.m. 

But the fire, visible from the highway in Goldstream area, 
had attracted hundreds of sightseers. Many were parked and 
watching the operation when the tragedy occurred. 

Cars travelling north and south: were slowed to a crawl and 
RCMP were endeavoring to keep them moving. 


Taking Water From Finlayson Arm 


Eyewitnesses said the aircraft was making landings on Finlay- 
son Arm, loading its 1,157-gallon tanks by skimming over the 
water witha “probe” or scoop, then flying over the fire to bomb 
it with a deluge. 

The path of the plane carried it south from Finlayson Inlet 
directly over the intersection of the Trans-Canada Highway and 
the road which cuts off to Goldstream Inn. There the plane 
would turn to approach the mountain. 

Dropping its load of water, it would then head back to the inlet. 
At the time of the fatal drop the plane appeared to veer to

Wainwright said: ‘The guard told them to 
get out. Apparently they panicked.” 

Among the’ dead was a prisoner who 
started. the newspaper-fed. fire, Wainwright 
said.. Wainwright declined to give their 
names. 

Rescue workers retrieved 35 bodies when 
the embers cooled several hours later. A 
reporter at the scene said 19 victims were 
found in the showers, where they apparently 
had sought safety by dousing themselves with 
water. The other two victims ran from the’ 
burning building and dropped dead on a lawn, 

“The entire room was wrapped up with 
fire,” the Santa Rosa-sheriff’s dispatcher, H. 
C. Crawford, quoted a surviving prisoner 
brought to county jail at nearby Milton. All 
eight unharmed convicts were jailed there 
overnight.

LOCKED ROOM TURNED 
INTO FLAMING OVEN’ 


JAY, Fla. (AP) — Thirty-seven prisoners 
were killed Sunday at a state prison road 
camp when disgruntled. convicts fired scrap 
paper and inadvertently turned their. locked 
barracks irito a flaming’ oven, state officials 
said today. F 

Fourteen of the 51 prisoners inside the 
burning barracks,. which recently became 
racially-integrated were rescued. Six were 
taken to hospital with burs and eight were 
transferred to the jail.at Pensacola. 

The fire was set by prisoners, ‘said Louis 
Wainwright, director of the state corrections 
division. A guard saw two prisoners — one a 
Negro and another white — touching lighted 
matches to newspapers, Wainwright said. 

G. C. Mayne, Jr., assistant warden at the 
camp, earlier said the barracks erupted into 
flame when battling prisoners, a Negro and a 
white, broke a gas line and “smashed a 
fluorescent lamp. 

Wainwright said he didn’t know exactly 
why the men were displeased. -‘‘That’s what 
we have to find out. There has been no 
indication that any racial problem was 
involved at all.” ‘ 

Asked why more prisoners did not flee the 
burning building after the door was, unlocked, 


» 


Wainwright said: ‘‘The guard told them to 
get out. Apparently they panicked.” 

Among the dead was a’ prisoner who 
Started the newspaper-fed fire, Wainwright 
said.’ Wainwright declined to give their 
names. 

Rescue workers retrieved 35 bodies when 
the embers cooled several hours later, A 
reporter at the scene said 19 victims were 
found in the showers, where they apparently 
had sought safety by dousing themselves with 
water. The other two victims ran from the 
burning building and dropped dead on a lawn. 

“The entire room was wrapped up with 
fire,” the Santa Rosa sheriff's dispatcher, H. 
C. Crawford, quoted a surviving prisoner 
brought to county jaii at nearby Milton. All 
eight unharmed convicts were jailed there 
overnight. 

“Somebody hollered ‘fire,’ ’’ Gerald Milli- 
gan, the prisoner, was quoted as saying. 
Milligan said he was sitting on his bunk 
removinr his shoes, Then, he said, the fire 
“swept the whole top of the buikding.”’ 

“They began to pass out,”’ Milligan said. 
He said he ducked under beds and crawled 
toward the locked door holding his nose.

TOO EARLY 

“Jt is far too early at present 
to. even suggest what solution 
the survey team will come up 
with,’ he said. “But latest 
construction cost figures cer- 
tainly indicate that $40,500° per 
bed is the average cost of a new 
hospital.”” 

‘At $40,500 a bed a new 400-bed 
hospital would cost over $16 
million if construction started 
immediately. 

Mayor Stephen warned that it 
is dangerous to pre-judge the 
survey report. 

“The survey has only just got 
under way,” he said. “It will be 
some ‘time before the prelimin- 
ary report is ready and I would 
think it will be about this time 
next year before the survey

Guardsmen stationed on every 
corner along Newark’s ravaged 
Sptingfield- Ave, reported ‘scat- 
tered ‘but considerable subdued 
sniper fire after dark, and no 
more of the looting and fire- 
bombing that left the Negro 
shopping area a mass of broken 
boards and glass. 

Three more riot deaths Sun- 
day brought the Newark total to 
24... A woman was shot before 
dawn, a youth died from gunfire 


while looting a store, and a 12-/ 


year-old boy was shot after 
dark, . Governor. Richard J. 
Hughes said some bodies prob- 
ably still lie undetected on roofs 
or inside buildings. 

More than 1,100 persons have 
been hurt in the worst racial 
riot in the United States since 
Watts in 1956. Property damage 
estimates soared past $5,000,000. 


GARBAGE ROTTING 

Hughes said the 11 p.m. 
curfew. throughout the city 
might be lifted today, and that 
collection might begin on the 
piles of garbage starting to rot 
in the cordoned-off Negro area 
that covers almost half this city 
of 400,000. 

Hughes said all schools, liquor 
stores and bars, shut since 
Friday, 
today. 

Three persons were killed 
‘Thursday, 11 Friday and seven 
Saturday. Only two were 
white, a-detective and a fire 
captain. 

The 5,000 guardsmen who 
searched cars and suspicious 
persons in the Tiot area Sunday 
will stay, Hughes said, until the 
snipers are isolated and order is 
restored, 

He made no reply to a 
demand from leaders of “three 
eivil rights organizations for the 
withdrawal of all armed forces 
as* the necessary first step 
toward law and order.
